,1—There was no trouble with 


the electric lines on the night of 
the fire. No 
short 
circuits 
or 


grounds were found. 
If crossed 


wires had started the blaze, such 
would have been the case. 


2—All the junction switch boxes 


in the stations had been working 
properly and there were no signs 
of blazes around them. 
Several 


witnesses testified they had seen 
the boxes and there was no black- 
ened area around them such as is 
characteristic of jumping sparks 
or blown fuses. 


3—It would be extremely diffi- 


cult to start the timbering in the 
mine from a cigarette or match. 
It was testified • that most of the 
timbers were 20 by 20 inches in 
breadth. 
NO SIGN OF FIRE 
SHORT TIME BEFORE. 


4—There was no sign of fire 


when men went down at 10:30 
p. m. A little more than an hour 
later it -was burning" fiercely. 


Added to these four significant 


facts is the one' :*-nt the ir>'- 
was 


believed to have been fired before. 


Who, then, fired'the mine? If 


it was fired; what happened to the 
person who did it? 


Miners say it is not difficult to 


ride, up- a skip without the hoist 
engineer knowing it. They say it 
is very'common for . men in the 
Argonaut mine to jump, the skip 
at one level; riding it to another, 
where .they jump off. 


Contrary to general opinion, the 


skip in the Argonaut mine does 
not travel at a high rate of speed. 
It was said- at the coroner's in- 
quest by William T. Brewer, hoist 
engineer, that1 it took fifteen min- 
utes to send -the skip to the bot- 
tom of the mine and back again. 
The mine is not a mile deep. The 
speed of the skip is less than 
eight miles an hour. 


It would not be necessary for a 


person escaping from 
the 
mine 


after 
setting fire to it to pass 


through "the collar of the snatt, 
there being an exit -just below the 
collar. 


LACK OF FIRE 
\VEAPONS BLAMED. 


"JACKSON, Sept. 26 (By Interna- 


tional News Service),—Severe criti- 
cism of the fire-fighting equipment 
of the Argonaut gold .mine was 
voiced in a statement today by-Dis- 
trict Attorney T. G. Negrich as the 
inquest into the death of the 47 
miners entrapped in the mine was 
resumed today.

Fire-Panic Adds

Bred lights that make Fifth avenue 
a model of safety and efficient traf- 
fic regulation.

New York's examples in forbid- 
ding pedestrians to cross the road- 
way at dangerous crossings until 
the point policeman has arranged 
a fairway and given permission to 
cross. This rule is so strictly car- 
ried out that even the New York 
messenger boy does not infringe it.

cher published a book in Latin 
entitled "Ars Magnalyous fct Um- 
bra," Jn which a description and 
illustration is given of a moving 


picture which 
the 
writer had 


evolved with mirrors and a tal- 
low candle for illuminant.

weard, Muybrldge used to settle

American millionaires on the Alo 
Palto racecourse as to whether 
the four feet of a trotting horse 
were off the ground at the tame 
time.

have cost the University of Penn- 
sylvania 40,000 pounds, but the 
fact was proved that a horse did 
actually lift all four feet simulta- 
neously.

Holds Third Reunion 
LOS ANGELES, Sept. 26. — Vet- 


erans of the 91st (Wild West) di- 
vision of the American Expedition- 
ary Forces In the World War were 
expected to come from all parts of 
California to attend the third an- 
nual reunion here tonight. Similar 
meetings were to be held in Ore- 
gon, Wyoming, Montana and Utah, 
which also were largely represented 
in the division. 


Aroused by evidences of the ex- 


istence of high school fraternities, 
supposed to have been suppressed 
by students, the principals of the 
various high schools ztnd the su- 
perintendent of schools today sent 
open letters to all parents, ploading 
: for cooperation against such frater- 
, nities, and reminding the parents 
i that such organizations are banned 
by state law. 
It is alleged by the principals 


that the fraternities "encouraged 
snobbery" and "arrogant superior- 
ity" and "promoted a narrow and 
'cfannish spirit." 
The principles, 


addressing the parents, say that 
"the statement is presented to you 
with the hope that you will active- 
ly cooperate in,seeing that the law 
of the state is enforced and that 
ideals of loyalty and 
democracy 


prevail." 


Each student, on entering high 


school, is required to sign a blue 
slip, saying he is not a member of 
any fraternity and will not become 
one. 
In spite of this, it is alleged 


that very secret organizations are 
springing up, the secrecy of it all 
being one of the alleged induce- 
ments for the juvenile mind. 


The principals allege that they 


are "made aware through various 
channels that organizations of this 
character exist among the students 
of the Oakland high schools." The 
principals assert that students join- 
ing such organizations are "violat- 
ing their own word and the confi- 
dence of their parents."

Veteran Dakota Agent Gives 


Remisceiices of Life 


Among Reds. 


Reminiscences of his life among 


the Indians formed the subject of 
an address delivered before the Ki- 
wanis club yesterday by Dr. V T. 
McGHlicuddy at the Hotel Oakland. 
Dr. McGillicuddy .was for many 
years United States Indian Agent 
in Dakota, and a surgeon in the 
army. 
The Indians knew him as 


the "white miracle man." 


Dr. Gillicuddy told tome striking 


instances of the Indian's integrity, 
of hw love of truth, and his forti- 
tude under suffering. Ho described 
the "sun dance," 
in, which 
the 


young Indian bucks suffered terri- 
ble torture to show their manhood. 
This dance, was subsequently dis- 
coivtinued by order of Dr. McGilli- 
cuddy. Illustrating the Indian gift 
for swift and striking repartee, £>r. 
McGillicuddy'emoted the words of 
the Indian'Chief Red Cloud, who 
told an interfering white man who 
was criticising Indian religious be- 
liefs: "If the Grea,t Spirit had sent 
his only son amongst us to save us, 
we at. least would not have nailed 
him on a wood-en cross." 


Dr. McGillicuddy also told of his 


experiences when his command 
met with Sitting-Bull and his 3000 
warriors in IS7.6: in the Bighorn 
mountains, .only.a.few "weeks be- 
fore the Indians overwhelmed Cus- 
ter and. his troops. 


Following Dr. McGillicuddy's ad- 


dress, the officers of the Kiwanis 
club constructed a "house," the 
foundation of which was constitut-. 
ed of pieces of wood bearing such 
inscriptions as "integrity," "friend- 
ship," "service," etc., all being basic 
principles of. Kiwanis and illustrat- 
ing the ideals of the. club.

SELLING GOODS TO RUSSIA. 


The trade of Russia has boen the subject of 


International debate. 
Since the close of the 


war there have been men and interests uho 
have argued for that recognition which would 
open the doors to a resumption of business and 
there 1m e been charges that Germany was 
vinning the large bulk of Russian orders. 


Just what was going on during that period 


of argument is shown in the United States 
Department of Commerce reports. 
Of goods 


shipped into the Soviet country Great Britain 
furnished 35.2 per cent; Germany, 2i per cent, 
and the United States 15.S per cent. The 
Scandinavian countries \\ere a poor fourth and 
the rest amount almost to nothing. The three 
leadeis furnished more than three-fourths of 
the goods bought by Russia in 1021. Imports

The 
Industry of pin manufacture In the 
United States employs, we are told, 
10.389 persons, keeps 92 factories 
going, and consumes every year 
51 «42-tona of coal, 2345 barrels of 
fuel oil and 26,790 cubic feet of 
gas. Approximately 10,000,000,000 
pins of 'the' common or toilet 
variety are produced annually In 
Amerjca, -which works out at about 
100 for every Inhabitant. 


The annual output of hairpins Is 


reported «s 3,500,702,352—116% 
for every woman of voting age. 
This la three times the annual pro- 
duction of five years ago. 


There If also a considerable In- 


crease In the safety pin, the output 
of which has now reached the figure 
of ,1,213,591,638. This may he vari- 
ously 'estimated as 12 for every 
cltfzen, of 7i for every child under 
7 years of age> „. 


The weight of all *he pins manu- 


factured In the United States in one 
year Is calculated to be no lewj than 
2000 tons.

DELICIOUS I'KACH DISHES. 
Peaches that are shipped to the 


markets from distant points are 
never as good as those which are 
locally grown. 
In the noithern 


part of the country the leal peach 
season does not get weU'under way 
unt'l eirly August, but It lasts into 
only fall 
Prices at each end of 


the season are apt to be fairly high, 
for with the exception of a few lo- 
calities, peaches aie Still rather a 
lujoiij, but at the veiy he.ght of 
the heason they aro at their beht 
and cheapest, so this is the time 
to make use of them for the table 
and for conserving 
Most peisons think that it is 


economy to use the small and rath- 
er second-class peach for conserv- 
ing in various wajs, but this is a 
mistake 
This sort of fruit is only 


good for jam-making, ice cream 
use or stewing. 
Only the finest, 


perfect fruit, free-stone ami prime 
is woith tho tiouuie and e\in-"ae ul 
doing up 
For this 
reason, the 


height of the season is the-tlme 
to do the bulk of such work. 
In 


making jam, peel and cut up the 
ranches, t'-'cij to evory pound nf the 
fruit use three-quarters of a pound 
of sugar. Melt together in a por- 
celain-lined preserve kPttle. 
Cook 
skim well, stir very often 


until 
the mass begins to grow 


heavy, 
then 
cantinuously 
until 


ready to put into jam-pots. 


Sweet Pickled Poaches. 


Peel enoufch perfect and finelv- 


flavorcd. npo peaches to make 
seven pounds. 
Put into a kettle 


one quart of vinegar, three nnd 
throe-qunr'er pounds of sugar, tw 
ounces of clovej and two and a 
half ounces of fresh stick cinna- 
mon. 
Boil the sugar, vinegar, and 


spices together for five minutes 
from the time they begin to boil, 
then put in the pea"hes. Cook the 
peaches gently until they are ten- 
der when tried with a straw 


Remove the penches with a skim- 


mer nnd then cook down the liquid 
to a iittle more than half the quan- 
tity, replace the fruit and reheat 
to boiling point, but do not boil. 
Tnko out n. few of the c.ovos after 
the picKlt. has cooled in t^e c-ock 
In which It Is to be atoreo awny. 
If too many of tho cloves are loft 
In they are apt to grow slimy. This 
is a very reliable reclpn, and If the 
crock Is kept .. a cool place rtie 
pickle will keep Indefinitely.

was 


born on a plantation in Vir- 
ginia in 1732. \Vhen very 


young she lealncd to play the spin- 
net, to dance graceiully and to &e\v 
remarkably well. 


How surprised she would have 


h^nr» -ttltPYi ^h** TTtifl** hor ri^bnt 
into society when fifteen years of 
age, if some one had told her fu- 
ture. 
She was only a little girl, 


wearing a tight basque and a tlow- 
ered petticoat then. 
But she was 


to be tliij onl> '.. o.ua.11 to LI.UI the 
first and last shot of every cam- 
paign ot the Revolutionary war. 


Martha Danbridge was married 
to Daniel Parke Custls, a wealthy 
land 
owner, 
twenty years 
her 


senior, 
when she was eighteen 


years of afje. Seven years later he 
died, leaving her with two children 
and a great fortune. 
It was In 


1759 
that she met and married Col. 


George Washington. 


The Washingtons were living a 


quiet life m Mt. Vernon when 'the 
Revolutionary war broke out, and 
Mr. Washington was called away, 
as commander-ln-chlef of the army. 
It was then that the wife of the 
"little colonel" showed her true self 
and surprised the world with her 
courage ar.d bravery. 


When Washington 
notified hi"? 


wife that he would have to remain 
In Cambridge, 
in 1774, Martini 
Washington 
realized 
that 
she i 


might ha of great help if she could 
go to him. 


Tut C.imbr'dsre wvis held by the 


enemy, and Washington'^ camp .vas 
Just outside of the city. The trip 
would be most dangerous. Friends 
tried to discourage the determined 
Mrs. Washington, but she left the 
quiet plantation and traveled to the 


• war zone, where she might be near 
her husband if he needed her. 


Finally the dreadful winter at 


Valley Forge came, and 
Martha 


Washington was still standing by 
her soldier 
husband. 
With 
her 


little cape and hood on, she waded 
through the snow, defying death 
from i.uni or pneumonia v,iiiie 
rying aid to the suffering: and offer- 
ing consolation to the dying. 


Pleadings were in vain. Martha 


Washington 
would 
not 
forsake 


what she firmly Bchcfsd was her 
post of duty. 
She Wrote letters 
tor the soldiers, read to them, 
sewed for them—in fact, there was 
no little service which she did not 
endeavor to 
render "her boj-s." 


They soon grew to love her, rjiid 
called her "Lady Washington." 


The men were without shoes and 
half- tarving 
Martha 
Washing- 


ton suffered with them. 
The in- 


spiration of her presence helped the 
suffering men through the long 
winter, 
Washington might have 


given -ip In despair, and the victory 
might not have been won If Mrs. 
Washington had not be;n there 
with her courageous smll«» 


Then 
came victory 
In 
1781 


Shortly after Mr. and Mrs. Wash- 
ington returned to their home In 
Mt. Vernon he was elected Presi- 
dent of the United States. 
After 


serving two tef ms ho returned home 
with his wife again. 
But happiness 'was not to last 


long. 
Two years later the brave 


commftndcr-In-chief passed nwny. 
Martha Wa&nmgton, who had been 
his Inspiration during forty years 
of married life, followed him two 
years later. She was laid by his 
side in Mt. Vernon, in a simple 
brick tomb.

The es- 
tablishment of self-government 
Immediately resulted in stopping 
the i lots killings and escapes and 
in the prisoners taking more m- 
teie-it in their work.

•fthich 
developed 
from 
the 


nucleus of a convict ship on San 
Francisco bay, is another insti- 
tution where the salvaging 
ot 


human derelicts has superseded 
the punishment idea In the enrlv 
days the prisoners were starved, 
solj! Into contract 
slavery, half 


clothed and kept in vile hovels. 
reeking with filth, disease and 
Vermin. Today the lock step, fold- 
ed arms, striped 
uniform, ball 


and chain and contract labor s\s- 
tem have till bec-n abolished. 


When a prisoner is received at 


San Quentin h'e is divested of his 
clr-thing. bathed, disinfected and 
snen a neat suit of blue gray. 
L'j.cler the direction of Dr L. L. 
Slanlej he is given a thorough 
physical examination before he i<* 
ami nun 
to 
mingle with 
'he 


others. If he is found to be suf- 
fering from some disease, he is 
sent to the hosp-tal and cured 
instead 
of 
being 
allowed to 


Hr-read the infection. 


Whether the prisoner is suffer- 


ir< from a social disease, from 
tubereulos s, from a 
drug 
ad- 


d.rt's "habit" or anv other dis- 
ea=e, he is given treatment, re- 
lief and if possible a cure 


The chaplain, director of edu- 


cation, then takes him in hand 
learns his ambitions and his fail- 
ings, and enrolls him in some 
educational course, whether type- 
•wiiting-, 
bookkeeping, 
cabinet 


making, auto mechanics, printing 
trades, or scientific farming The 
con\ict. if he is not too feeble- 
minded to learn, is permitted to 
take books to his cell. 


As a rule the new man is put 


to work in the :ute mill but the 
tnoie hkely fellows are given joes 
In the furniture, clothing or shoe 
factories while those that can be 
trusted are sent out on the farm 
tvhere they work without the su- 
pervision of guards. Those who 
have demonstrated that they can 
be trusted 
outside the 
prison 


walls may be put to work on the 
highways with the gangs which 
are sent yearly into the moun- 
tains to improve the roads. 


Due to insufficient appropria- 


tions, however, the educational 
and savage work at San Quentin 
is not carried on as thoroughly 
nor as extensively as the warden 
desires. One of his recommenda- 
tions is that the prisoners be re- 
quired to work at 
some 
pro- 


ductive task and that they be 
paid a small fee for this 
The 


money would go to the convict's 
family or would accumulate so 
that at the termination of. his 
sentence he would have sufficient 
to give him a start in life. It is 
recommended also that all the 
Industries be increased in size and 
productivity so that every able- 
bodied man 
can be 
furnished

anhe problems of San Quentin 


In this regard are those of every 
other state prison where an ef- 
fort has been made to do away 
with 
the 
punishment 
regime 


which John Howard fought more 
than a hundred years ago. 


Under the indetefrninatfe sent- 
ence and pi-r-i<; i^v.- the boarJ o? 
prison directors, and 
not 
the 


Judge, fiv the term which a con- 
vict may serve The sentamce will* 
read 1 to 5 years or 1 to 
Efl 


or 1 to life, the exact number nf 
years being determined by the 
board. 


Good behavior credits also' 


*horten a term after it has been 
fixed. For instance if the board 
fixes the term at 50 years, this 
may be shortened by good be- 
havior to 29 years 10 months. To 
obtain 
all these credits the 


prisoner must have exemplary 
conduct. This credit system is a 
tremendous factor in achieving 
discipline. 


A man must have served a year 


before his sentence is' fixed. He 
inay be paroled immediately at 
the end of that period if condi- 
tions warrant and he has a Job 
When a prisoner is released on 
parole, he is still a prisoner In 
charge of the parole officer, and 
may be re-arrest -d and returned 
•without trial to 
finish out his 


term If he frenue its questionable 
places, associates with other con- 
victs or fails to report monthly. 
If ha makes sood at his 1ob and 
leads a sober life, he may be re- 
leased from parole and 
rein- 
stated as a citizen.
